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Test Control 
Body to Begin 
Operation on 
Pact Signing 


GENEVA (AP)—The United 
States, Britain and the Soviet 
Union agreed Monday that a 
nuclear test ban control organ- 
ization should begin to fune- 
tion immediately after signature 
of a test ban treaty. 


The three delegations reached 
agreement on an important new 
part of the treaty, covering the 
functions of a preparatory com- 
mission for the proposed test 
ban control organization. 


They agreed that the commis- 
sion would first be formed by 
the three original nuclear pow- 
ers, and that each would have 
a veto on all commission de- 
cisions. 


The commission is to begin 
functioning immediately after 
signature of the treaty, without 
waiting for formal ratification 
by any state. 


The agreement was the first 
part of the draft treaty’s text 
to be approved since May 8. 
The 13-month-old iks now 
have reached full a ment on 
17 articles, a preamble and an 
annex of the treaty. 


U.S. delegate James J. Wads- 
worth on July 27 submitted de- 
tailed proposals for a Treaty 
Annex Three, setting down the 
organization and functions of a 
preparatory commission. 

Soon afterward, the talks be- 
came bogged down in a dispute 
over a new scientific study of 
underground control methods 
and no further progress was 
made on the text of the draft 
treaty. 

The scientific study finally 
got under way Wednesday, al- 
lowing the three political del- 
egations to return to discussion 
of the treaty text. 

The wording of Annex Three 
adopted Monday was virtually 
identical with §Wadsworth’s 
July 27 proposal—except that 
the veto provision was more ex- 
plicitly stated. 

Soviet delegate Semyon K. 
Tsarapkin demanded this “clari- 
fication” when the delegates re- 
sumed discussion of Annex 
Three last week. 

By agreement between the 
three delegations, the full word- 
ing of agreed parts of the treaty 
is not to be published till the 
draft is’ completed. 

A Western spokesman said 
Annex Three provides for a 
preparatory commission of the 
three “original parties” to the 
treaty, the United States, Brit- 
ain and the Soviet Union, to 
begin functioning as soon as 
the treaty is signed. 

Pending formal ratification by 
the original three and other 
states, the preparatory commis- 
sion “shall.adopt its own. rules 
of procedure and shall take de- 


cisions by agreement among the” 


three original 
annex said. 

This meant that the Soviet 
Union and each of the two 
Western nuclear powers ‘will 
have a total veto on all de- 
cisions of the preparatory com- 
mission until general ratification 
of the treaty. 

After ratification, the prepara- 
tory commission is to be in- 
creased to seven. The addi- 
tional four nations are to be 
elected by unanimous decision 
of the original three. Thereafter, 
the big-three veto rights are 
limited to specific matters to 
be laid down elsewhere in the 
treaty. 

The three delegations are 
still disagreed over the extent 
of these permanent veto rights. 

Immediately after signature 
of the treaty, the preparatory 
commission is to be set up in 
Vienna, already chosen as the 
permanent headquarters of the 
test ban control organization. 

Agreement has not yet been 
reached on Annex One and Two 
of the treaty, which deal with 
the technical operation of the 
control system.

USSR Troops to Stay 
In Hungary: Kadar 


BUDAPEST (Kyodo-Reuter)— 
Soviet troops are to remain in 
Hungary, Janos Kadar, Hungar- 


ian Communist Party leader, 
told the party congress here 
Monday. 


Speaking in the presence of 
Soviet Premier Nikita Khrush- 
chev, Kadar said the Russian 
troops were not in Hungary for 
internal political reasons but as 
a result of international ques- 
tions not yet settled. 


They would remain as long 
as the international situation 
made it necessary, he said. 


In coneurrence with the So- 
viet Union and the Warsaw 
Pact countries, Hungary felt 
that negotiations about the 
simultaneous and mutual with- 
drawal of troops situated in for- 
eign countries should be taken 
up, Kadar said 

He criticized the United States 
for “its campaign to stir up 
feeling against Hungary” and 
protested against the United 
Nations decision to put “the 


Hungarian question” on 
agenda again. 

Kadar expressed satisfaction 

at the friendship of Hungary 
and the Soviet Union.

CANTON (Kyodo) — Kenzo 
Matsumura, a Liberal-Democra- 
tic leader now visiting Commu- 
nist China, has said it would 
be only a matter of time before 
Red China would be accepted 
as a U.N. member and recogniz- 
ed by leading powers of the 
world. 

Matsumura said he formed his 
opinon after making an extend- 
ed tour of Red China. 

Matsumura and his party are 
scheduled to return to Tokyo 
via CPAL tomorrow afternoon 
after a 45-day tour of Commu- 
nist China at the invitation of 
the Peiping Government. 

Matsumura, who has conduct- 
ed “frank” talks with Premier 
Chou En-lai and other Red Chi- 
nese leaders, is expected to give 
his frank views on the result of 
his visit to Red China to Gov- 
ernment leaders when he re- 
turns to Tokyo. 

He has also expressed the 
view that the present deadlock 
between Japan and Communist 
China is “unnatural” in view 
of their long history of friend- 
ship and geographical proxi- 
mity. 

Japan-Communist China’ rela- 
tions must ‘be normalized in 
order to promote Asian pros- 
perity and world peace, Matsu- 
mura has said. 

Regarding the proposed revi- 
sion of the Japan-U.S. Security 
Treaty, however, Matsumura 
has been taking the stand that 
the problem must be settled as 
an internal affair of Japan and 
should not be discussed in con- 
nection with Japan-Red China 
problems.

statistics released here Monday.

Nehru said Chinese Ambassa- 
dor Pan Tzu-li, had called at 
the External Affairs Ministry 
Monday morning and complain- 
ed that Chang had been kidnap- 
ed by the United States con- 
sulate general and detained by 
them and that Armstrong had 
chased Chang with a _ knife 
when he tried to return to the 
Chinese consulate general.

Kilauea Spouts 
Lava 1,700 Feet 


VOLCANO, Hawaii (UPI)— 
Kilauea Iki’s third eruption this 
month came to an abrupt halt 
Sunday night, only nine hours 
after it had spewed molten lava 
a‘ record-breaking 1,700 feet into 
the air. 

The spectacular fountain had 
been maintaining a height of 
600 feet when it suddenly stop- 
ped at 9:49 p.m. 

The eruption, biggest ever re- 
corded in Hawali, reached an 
all-time high of 1,700 feet at 
12:53 p.m. Sunday. The geyser 
varied between 600 and 1,000 
feet until it died Sunday night. 
The latest in the series of erup- 
tions lasted approximately 24% 
hours. The first lasted seven 
days and the second 16 hours.

“One thing all Americans a 
agreed on is that we want peace 
for ourselves and for all of the 
world,” Johnson said. 

The Senate Democratic leader 
said Eisenhower indicated to the 
group that, while he does not 
intend to enter into any negotia- 
tions with heads of other gov- 
ernments, he does expect to out- 
line the objectives and purposes 
of the U.S. in the present world 
situation.

A Visit to China

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Criticism of Wolves’ Play’ 


Touches Off Controversy 


LONDON (AP)—Dennis Viol- 
let, Manchester United captain 
and center forward, has started 
one of the biggest controversies 
in English soccer—by attacking 
the power house play of Eng: 
lish champions Wolverhampton 
Wanderers, 


“I don’t fancy them (Wolves) 
to win the European Cup,” 
Viollet, one of the finest center 
forwards in English soccer, 
said in a newspaper article. 


“Their power footba]l may 
get them through another 
round, but I cannot see it tak- 
ing them right through for the 
trophy.” , 

Viollet’s criticism follows 
Wolves’ second round European 
Cup victory over Red Star of 
Belgrade—matches that brought 
bitter criticism of Wolves’ hard 
play from Yugoslav writers, 

“I do not believe the Wolves 
are our best ambassadors of 
British football,” Viollet added. 
“To start with they are not 
typical exponents of the game 
in this country.” 

Then the Manchester United 
captain added: “I would hate to 
see many matches between 
teams like Wolves.” 

Viollet said that even if the 
Wolves won the Buropean Cup 
of Champions tournament, “I 
wonder whether they will en- 
hance our reputation in the arts 
and graces of the game.” 

Wolves’ manager, Stan Cullis, 
refused to comment on Viollet’s 
article. 

Alan Hardaker, English foot- 
ball League secretary, said it 
would be unfair to comment 
“when I have not read the ar- 
ticle.” 

But most experts think Viol- 
let’s attack on the Wolves will 
be debated by the management 
committee of the football league. 


“Wolves, I imagine, will not 
hesitate to point out: to the 
management committee that if 
they are to be criticized In pub- 
lic for their methods, it is not 
a job for a player registered 
with a rival club,” wrote John 
Camkin in the London News 
Chronicle, 


Viollet’s attack also came at 
a time when total crowds at the 
46 English Soccer League match- 
es since the start of the season 
are down by just over a mil- 
lion on last season, 


Some people think that a rea- 
son for that drop is recent poor 
showings by the English nation- 
al team against foreign rivals. 
England lost to Brazil, Mexico 
and Peru this last summer. 
Those defeats followed a flop 
in the 1958 World Cup in Swe- 
den. Only a few weeks ago 
Sweden's part-timers whacked 
the English. 

Others think that the crowds 
have fallen because club match- 
es produce more tough tackling 
and powerhouse soccer than 
craft and guile, 

Television has shown the Eng- 
lish fan the sort of football pro- 
duced by Italians, Brazilians, 
Swedes, Spaniards and South 
Americans—football packed with 
individual brilliance and artis- 
try. 

Only last week the British 
Broadcasting Corp. (BBC) gave 
over half an hour’s program to 
investigating the reason for the 
drop in crowds at football 
matches. 

No over-all ocnclusion was 
reached. But the simple fact 
that the BBC chose to hold the 
inguiry shows that soccer in 
England, the country that gave 
birth to the game, is facing a 
crisis—both at the national and 
club levels. 


German Winds Up Second

Position Your Feet, Not the Ball! 


I don’t recommend posi- 
tioning the ball—I recom- 
mend positioning the feet in 
relation to the ball. Here's 
how I do it. 

In the accompanying il- 
lustration I'm playing a 
short iron shot. First I 
determine the distance I'm 
to stand from the ball by 
“soling” the clubhead fiat be-.

120,000 Suits Suggested 
As 1960 Quota to U.S. 


By SHELDON “WESSON 


Exporters of men’s suits are 
suggesting a quota to the United 
States of 120,000 for 1960 
instead of the 650,000 which 
the International Trade and In- 
dustry Ministry has tentatively 
considered. The Jarger figure 
was handed to MITI officials at 
a meeting; and industry sources 
believe MITI passed the sugges- 
tion on to U.S. Assistant Secre- 
tary of Commerce Henry 
Kearns before he left Japan re- 
centiy to go quota-fishing in 
Hongkong. 

Kearns visited two major ex- 
porters in Osaka while he was 
there, and discussed the matter 
in genera. terms without men- 
tioning figures, it is learned. 

MITI officials state that they 
are studying the 120,000 figure, 
but decline to indicate whether 
they sought Kearns’ approval 
or asked him to seek U.S. indus- 
try approval. In any case, Min- 
istry officials say that the situa- 
tion is more complex than they 
had expected, and so it may not 
be possible. to set the quota un- 
til “much later,” and not in 
time for a start on Jan, 1, as 
planned. 

The industry has a major talk- 
ing point—the quotas for blouses 
and other apparel are based 
roughly on 5 per cent of Amer- 
ican production. Five per cent 
of American suit production 
would be 850,000 units, and they 
want only one-seventh . that) 
much.

A while ago, a potential ex- 
port figure of 300,000 suits for 
1960 was floating around, The 
Textile Products Exporters As- 
sociation denies this possibility 
flatly. There are only five or 
six exporters, so it is easy for 
the Association and the Govern- 
ment to watch closely and con- 
trol if necessary, it is said. 


The export association’s aim 
is to permit a gradual annual 
increase. And both manufac- 
turers and exporters talk with 
conviction of minimum quality 
standards which will limit ex- 
ports.

The Japanese economy main- 
tained a firm tone during this

Notwithstanding an increase 
in imports, the nation’s trade 
account showed a favorable ba- 
lance thanks to a marked ad- 
vance in exports. 


Observing the above trend 
with economic indices, the pro- 
ducers delivery index in the 
manufacturing industry,. which 
stood at 157.9 In March, hit a 
postwar high of 169.9 in July. 


Production Index Up 


The production index shot up 
to 185.4 In June from 173.3 in 
April. Although the increase 
rate later declined, the index 
soared to 186.1 in August, rep- 
resenting an increase of 29 per 
cent over the corresponding 
month of the previous year, 

In the meantime, the pro 
ducer's finished goods inventory 
index climbed from 13786 in 
April to 159.4 in August (the 
1958 monthiv average’ 153.9.), 
reflecting brisk economic acti- 
vities. 


The over-all wholesale price 
index, which had been hovering 
betweén 156 and 159, skyrocket- 
ed to 163 toward the end of the 
term. The term-end index was 
3.3 per cent more than that of 
the previous year. 


Phenomenal rises were noted 
especially in the construction 
materials and foodstuff depart- 
ments due to heavy damage 
wrought by typhoons. Other ac 
tive departments included me- 
tal, which enjoyed increased de- 
mand as a result of strikes in 
the overseas steel industry. 

Meanwhile, increases were 
comparatively small in the tex- 
tile, fuel, machinery and chemi- 
cal industries which had more 
production equipment than 
would otherwise be required. 

Foreign Exchange Receipts 

Foreign exchange receipts 
during the period totaled $2,012 
million or an increase of 7.6 per 
cent over $1,870 million for the 
preceding term, while payments 
amounted to $1,789 million, also 
a rise of 14.9 per cent over the 
previous term’s $1,557 million. 
The favorable balance was $223 
million. 

Incidentally, the foreign cur- 
rency reserve went up to a post- 
war high of $1,290 million at 
the term-end from $974 million 
at the end of the previous pre 
ceding period. | 


The Government's payment 
during the  April-September 
period of this year exceeded 
income by ¥49,000 million. This 
fell short of ¥80,500 million for 
the corresponding period of 
last fiscal year and %162,500 
million for the subsequent six- 
month term. 


The amount of payment ex- 
cesses shrank despite continu- 
ous overpayments from the 
Foreign Exchange Special Ac- 
count, resulting from increased 
exports, and a big payment ex- 
cess recorded in the Food Con- 
trol Special Account as well as 
a staggering accommodation of 
loans from the Trust Fund Bu- 
reau.

the market to nearly 10 times 
today’s volume. 

The announcement by John 
L. Higgins, vice president of 
sales for Flying Tigers and 
Peter H. Redpath, vice president 
of gales for Canadair, said a 
Tiger research staff had been 
joined by Keith A. Miller, 
manager of sales research for 
Canadair. 

Higgins and Redpath said the 
two companies had joined in the 
program for mutually beneficial 
reasons. 

Canadair, as builder of the 
CL44D, which will be the first 
turboprop swing-tail air freight-

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Nehru Gets Support 
Prime Minister Nehru secured the support of the 
Indian Parliament last Friday for his policy of trying 
to reach an amicable settlement of the conflict with 
ina. : 
ng Nehru has been subjected to considerable criticism 
in some quarters for alleged weakness in the face of Red 
Chinese aggression, but it is evident that the more re 
sponsible elements in the nation are prepared to try out 
his policy. 
Coming before Parliament, Mr. Nehru was quite pre- 
ed to step down from office if it were considered by 
e representatives of the Indian people that someone 
élse could do better, but the parliamentarians made it 
Clear that they had no thought of refusing to stand by 
him in India’s hour of difficulty. 


The Indian Prime Minister’s speech shows that he 
believed that a way could be found, other than by military 
action, to deal with the Peiping Government's provocations; 
whether he will prove right on this point remains to be 
seen, but Mr. Nehru’s declared sense of responsibility, 
not only toward India, but toward the world at large, 
reveals a moral statue that may have some effect even 
on the Chinese Communists. He said India would not 
give in to Red China, but he urged a calm approach in 
face of a problem that “could shake the world. He 

phasized that the sending of an army to throw out 
the Chinese could touch off a serious war. 

It did not appear from Mr. Nehru’s speech that he 
had already devised a definite plan to free India’s borders 
from Communist Chinese encroachment, but he did re- 
affirm that he was ready to meet with Red Chinese Premier 
Chou En-lai if proper preparations were made to indicate 
ah agreement on the borders was possible. 

~ While Red China’s action in crossing the hitherto 
recognized borders, seizing territory which has long been 
under Indian administration and killing Indian patrol- 
men, is utterly indefensible, it must be recognized that 
a war between India and China would result in far more 
serious consequences, and it is unlikely that such an 
armed struggle could be confined to these two nations. 
Red China would almost certainly receive the support 
of other Communist powers, notably Soviet Russia, while 
active sympathy for India would be bound to come from 
the free nations. In this way a new world war might 
be started. % 


The problem for Mr. Nehru and for India is to secure 
an agreement’ that will not permit the Peiping Govern- 
ment to believe that it has achieved solid gains through 
armed aggression. ‘There are big difficulties here, but it 
may be that a policy of patience and strict moral rectitude 
can win the day. 

It is clear, of course, that the regions through which 

an Indian-Chinese frontier must run are inhospitable and 
sparsely populated and probably of small commercial 
value in the modern sense. 
Chinese influence was once greater in these regions 
than it has been of late; Indian influence has always 
been. as much religious and cultural as otherwise, the 
mountain. peoples professing either Buddhism or some 
form of Hinduism coming originally from India. 

Today there is a new spirit astir in the Himalayas, 
and the peoples who live in these regions are becoming 
‘less isolated from the rest of the world. Nepal. has opened 
its doors to new ideas and the Red Chinese action in 
Tibet, however deplorable the methods adopted, will result 
in the modernization of that country which has so long 
lived to itself alone. These developments, with others 
of smaller extent, are bound to affect the lives of mountain 
peoples in other parts of the Himalayan regions who 
have never cultivated contacts with the outside world. 
The result is a growing feeling among them and their 
neighbors that they will be compelled to throw in their 
lot either with India or Red China in a sense that they 
have never done before. . 

This change may be regretted for some reasons, but 
it is inevitable in the process of opening up the remotest 
fastnesses of Asia to modern civilization. With this 
process, it follows that there must be new frontier develop- 
ments between India and Red China. What is so regret- 
table is that the latter should have taken the law into 
its own hands and tried to force the issue in the usual 
despotic Communist manner. 


It may be supposed that the trouble between India 
and Red China goes deeper than mere frontier disagree- 
ments. There is, of course, no doubt that the Communists 
would like to bring India into their circuit; there is an 
active Communist Party in India, and the recent events 
in Kerala show what may be expected from them. But 
it must be apparent to the Reds that the great mass of 
the Indian people reject their ideas and are unlikely to 
submit to their blandishments. Peiping’s action over the 
frontier has probably served to diminish Communist in- 
fluence in India as much as anything and, indeed, the 
Chinese Reds would be hard put to it to convince any 
Asian people that they have done the right thing by India. 

It is possible that the question of the “containment” 
of Red China may becorfie an urgent problem for the 
free countries in its vicinity—separate from that of the 
“containment” of Soviet Russia and the rest of the Com- 
munist bloc. The enormous growth of the Chinese pop- 
ulation and the energy released by the revolutionary 
tearing up of their traditional way of life are certain to 
have formidable repercussions in various parts of Asia 
which may lead to serious results unless some amicable 
modus vivendi can be discovered. Mr. Nehru is hoping 
to ease the situation in its early stage, and so far as India 
is concerned. We can only hope he will be successful.

Soviet Economic Drive 


NEW YORK (UPI) — The 
Herald Tribune said the Soviet 
Union has launched an economic 
offensive in Latin America, 

Discussing the Soviet Deputy 
Premier Anastas Mikoyan’s visit 
to Mexico the paper said in its 
lead editorial: 


“Anastas Mikoyan’s barn- 
storming tour of Mexico—how- 
ever odd he may look in a 
sombrero—should make enough 
noise to awaken indifferent 
public opinion in this country to 
the Soviet Union's economic 
offensive in Latin America. The 
Soviets for years have been try- 
ing to gain a foothold in this 
hemisphere, but there was little 
Stalin could or would offer, and 
the local Communist parties 
were, on the whole, inept and 


‘without popular influence. 


“Now the challenge is differ- 
ent. The Soviet Union, as ‘the 
second industrial country in the 
world,” is openly offering to 
help Latin America in its dev- 
elopment as a means of free- 
ing itself from the economic 
‘colonialism’ of the United 
States. The fact that sales of 
Latin American raw materials 
have been dropping in hostile 
Western markets invests a buy- 
er from the East with special 
attraction. 


“We must not make the mis- 
take of assuming that the 
Soviet offers are only propa- 
ganda. It is obvious that the 
Russians could deliver what 
they promised if they Wanted 
to, and it is also obvious that 
they could absorb as much raw 
material from Latin America as 
suited their purposes. 

“Keeping Soviet economic— 
and, therefore, political—influ- 
ence out of this hemisphere will 
ie an increasingly difficult 
task.”

Vietnam Reparations 


SAIGON (UPI)—The Times of 
Vietnam, an English-language 
newspaper which often reflects 
the Saigon Government’s official 
viewpoint has warned against 
over-optimistic predictions con- 
cerning ratification of the Japa- 
nese war reparations pact. But 
it savs: 

“The Japan-Vietnam repara- 
tions hecord signed last May 
has already gone a long way to- 
ward easing the animosity en- 
gendered by war and the Japa- 
nese occupation and laid the 
groundwork for a new, fruitful 
and mutually beneficial relation- 
ship between the two countries. 

“There is much to be gained 
on both sides from such a two- 
way agreement. Japan, with her 
technological skills, decades in 
advance of the rest of Asia, can 
assist Vietnam in attaining that 
full development which she 
seeks. In turn, the rich Viet- 
namese resources of mountain 
and plain wait to be tapped by 
her people in cooperation with 
Japan’s technicians and inves- 
tors, 

“We know that the Japanese 
people are a sensible people,” 
the Times concluded. “We are 
eager to grasp the hand of 
friendship which they extend to 
us. We do not insult our friends 
with expressions of wishful 
thinking; but give the facts 
that they may judge for them- 
selves.” 


Manila Rebuffed 


TAIPEI (UPI)—An independ- 
ent Nationalist Chinese news- 
paper charged “Philippine polli- 
ticlans are drunk with an ex- 
aggerated sense of the import- 
ance of their country.” 

The English-language China 
News published a stinging re- 
buke to Manila in commenting 
on U.S. Congressman Phil 
Weaver's call for American 
abandonment of its military 
bases in the Philippines. 

The editorial made no men- 
tion of Taipei's own dispute 
with Manila over 31 Chinese 
whom the Philippines want to 
deport to Taiwan. 

But it represented another in 
& growing series of Chinese 
press criticism. of the -Philip- 
pines since the deportee dispute 
started, 

The paper said Weaver prob- 
ably went too far in his recom- 
mendation, 

But it said “many of them 
(Philippine politicians) have 


behaved like spoiled kids, For.

been coddling them.” 

The China News added: 
“Filipino politicians have talked 
long and noisily about sover- 
eignty and independence, but 
their country has done disap- 
pointingly little to pull its own 
weight. Its economy is shaky 
and its currency is weak. Their 
‘Philippines First’ slogan sounds 
patriotic at the time of elec- 
tion but it is largely a scheme 
to cover up their own inepti- 
tude, inefficiency and self-seek- 
ing motives,”
